SHANGHAI, May 3—Chinese of- 
ficialdom today began enforcing a 
strict ban against emigration of 
Chinese laborers to Italy and Abys- 
sinia afler government reports 
showed more than 10,000 “coolies” 
had been drawn from Chekiang 
province, 200 miles southwest of 
here, during the past two months. 

The emigration ban was issued 
by the Nanking ministry of for- 
eign affairs. Passport offices have 
been instructed to refuse visas to 
Chinese laborers intending io go 
to Italy and Abyssinia, ind the 
Italian embassy at Nanking has 
been asked to force Italian ship- 
ping companies to refuse to carry 
the coolies,

been instructed to 
repatriate all unem- 
ployed Chinese found in Italy 

Reliable reports said the coolies 
have been promised continuous 
| work in Italy at high pay, and that 

f there is no work to be found in 
Italy the Itallan government will 
send you to Abyssinia for reclama- 
tion work, and there you will make 
a handsome profit.” 

The reports said many of the 
laborers, uneducated Chinese with 
no idea where Italy and Abyssinia 
are located, have signed notes for 
$200 in Chinese money (about $60 
Canadian) to pay steerage passage

wages earned on their promised

Many times people asleep in burning homes 
have been awakened only were 
disturbed by the smell of smoke or of burning 
wood, which warned them in time of danger.

The cruel massacre of civilians, including 
women and children, by the German-Italian air 
forces at the capture of Guernica by the Fascist 
forces in Spain is an object lesson in the new 
“all-in” warfare that Nazi kultur has evolved. 
The Basque inhabitants were treated by the 
German bombers and aerial machine gunners, 
just as were the Ethiopians by Mussolini’s men. 
They swooped down after dropping their bombs, 
and with machine gun fire slaughtered the flee- 
ing non-combatants.
